E WIS de Liſle Eſquier, Lord of Ollon, Fre- 
derick de Vins Eſq; Lord of Barveil, Fran- 
cis, Henry and Iſaac de Bloſſet Eſquiers ; 
Claudius de Maumirey, and James le Su- 
erre do moſt humbly :cmonftrate to your 

Majeſty, T!.at among(t the Places of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion in the Province of Burgundy, that of Vaujau- 
court near to Avalon, hath been well eftabliſhed, and 
was confirmed by rhe Lord Bouchu Intendant of thar 
Province ; which the ReCor of that Pariſh could nor 
endure, northe Gray Fryars of Vezelay, whoſe Guar- 
dian, named du Han, did not only bring the Proceſs 
againſt it to cauſe it to be forbidden and ſuppreſt, bur 


did by Libels printed and ms. and + Ser- 


mons endeavored to perſuade re People of that Coun- 
try, That your Majeſty was reſolved to cauſe all rhe 
places of that Religion in that Province to be pulled 
down, and fo likewiſe throughour all France, and nox 
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ro tolerate the ſaid Reformed wy en therein any lon- 


er. oy conſpired to raiſe a ſeditious Tumult of 
the Catholick Communalty,as well of that place as of 
the Neighborhood againſt them of the ſaid Proteſtant 
Religion, and to take occaſion by a Synod, which was 
to be held at the ſaid Vaujaucourt, on the 1 3'Þ of June 
1667. and the following dayes , that thereby they 
might at once drive away and.deſtroy all the Miniſters 
in Burgundy : and to draw a Confluence of Pcople ro 
that Place, he cauſed publick Notice to. be given a!l 
abour every where of the Meeting of that Synod, and 
that his Deſign was to be there, and to diſpute againſt 
all the Miniſters, and to refute what they preached in 
their Sermons. And he did indeed appear there ac- 
cordingly,followed by multitudes of People : And pre- 
ſently, upon his Arrival, he ſet up his Preaching Pulpit 
direly before the door of the Inn where all the Pro- 
teſtant Miniſters lodg'd,defigning,that when they came 
cither in or out,they might be — to the mutinous 
people. And having ſpent the four firſt daics inPrea- 
_ chingſediriouſly againſt the Doctrine of the Proteſtant 

Mimtters,and purluing them with Challenges unto the 
Place of their Excrciſe, where he was inoalled by three 
orfour thouſand Perſons, and continually affronting and 
inſulting over them, becauſe they would not Diſpute 
with them, on the _ of the faid June, he exccated his 
miſchievous Deſign by ringing the Allarm-Bell, and by 
uying HARLAU, HARLAY, wh'ch is the Word there 
uſed to raiſe a Tumulr, and which he g ave the Mauti- 
ncers himſelf : All whoſe Futy fell upon your Peritio- 
ners, who(whilſt the Women, Children and feeble Per- 
ſons ſaved themſelves in ſeveral places) preſcnted 
themſelyes to this inraged Multitude, endeavorcd: to 
appeaſe them by va pry Inrreaties : and the 
laid Lorgl Olflon principally, who being the Lord of that

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* Place, believed that his Vaſlals would have had ſome 


Reſpe@ for him, and have affiſted him in putting a io 
to thar Diſorder ; buthe, as well as the reſt, was firl 
— abus'd in words, and then aſſaulted with 
Stones, Cudgels, Swords, Halberts, and _—_ knock'd 


down, wounded, and grievouſly bruiſed in all parts 
| of their Bodyes, dragg'd by their hair to be caſt into 


the River ; nor had the Murderers hcre deſiſted, but 
that 'twas thought they had been dead : One of them 
'deſigning to diſpatch the Lord of Ollon, took up the 
heavieſt tone he could find, and threw it at his head 
with all his force : After they had done this, theſe ſe- 
ditious people went and broke open the doors of ma- 
ny Houtes, and amongſt others, the 1ouſe of Zachary 
and James Courcelles, in which the ſaid Miniſters and 
and others were lodged, which I:ouſes they plandred : 
Now alſo ſome Women and other Catholicks improv - 
mg their time, took up your Fctitioners and carried 
them into the Caltle of thar piace, where rhey lay a 
Ercat while before they gave any {gn of lite, having 
loft, in a manner, all their. Blood by the many wounds 
that were given them, 
| As Violences thar were ſo notorious could not be dif- 
{mbled,your Petitioners fent rhe 21 of the faid June, 
td preſent their Complaint ro the ſaid Lord Boucha , 
who gave Commillion to the I ord Guijon, Licatenant 
Criminal of Avalon, to rake Information thereof, and 
ro rake tor his Aſſiſtant, of the pretenled Reformod Re- 
ligion, thc Lord Rey de Moranc, 2 Councellor at Law , 
which was done the next day, ant frity Witnetles exa- 
mined as well of the one as oi the otherRe!igion, which 
related all the Circumſtances of the Sedition of which 
the ſaid Gray-fryer du Han having had Advice , and 
not doubting that he was charged as the principal An- 
thor of all that hapned, he went and irticed the Arror 
6: 
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ny General of the Parliament of Dijon ; who, upon his 
ſaute, depured the Lord Chaumelis, a Senator of the 
faid Parliament, to take Information of the ſame Fact; 
pretending againſt all appearance of Reaſon, That they 
of the Proteſtant RO, who were not above 70 or 
or $0 pcrſons(compriling in that number the Miniſters, 
Elders, Oldmen, Women and Children ) had intended 
ro abuſe them of rhe Catholick Religion, who were in 
number 6000 and more : and the ſame du Han, having 
cauſed himſclf ro be examined, produced for witneſſes 
thoſe who were the moſt violent in the Aſſault and 
Plunder : Your Peritioners, being adviſed thereof, had 
cauſe to ſcar thar,this Information being delivered into 
that Parliament, they ſhould be treated as Criminals, 
were oblig'd ro make Application to your Majeſty,who 
having taken Notice that this Proceeding was a Recri- 
mination, and that the Parliament of Dijon was not 
competent tro take Cognizance of this Aﬀair, wherein 
the Religion was ſo much concern'd, remitted it to the 
ſaid Lord Bouchu, thereof, after Information taken ro 
Judge with Sovereign Authority,and joyning to them 
in Commiſſion ſeven Graduats. 

This Power which made the ſaid Lord Bouchu ab- 
ſolute Maſler of the Aﬀair, wrought a notable change 
in the manner of his Proccedings , for whereas before 
ke had treated them well, and teſtified to them, That 
he had all manner of Inclination to do them Juſtice for 
the Abuſes and Indignities they had ſufered : They 
were ſurprized to find that in ſtead thereof,he had ſent 
ro ſeek tor the Information raken by the Lor i Chau- 
melis , and having comparcd it with that of the Lord 
de Guijon, he had put one part of your Petitioners 
under an Arreſt, and obliged others of them, and ſome 
Catholiques allo to a perſonal Appearance, and dire- 
&cd anew Commiliton to the ſaid Lord Gaijon, Licute- 


nant 
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\ nant Criminal of Avalon, with an Aſſiſtant of the pre- 


rended Protei ant Religion'ro continue the Inguiſition, 
an] to perte*t 1:e Proceſs unto Judgment excluſively, 
and, which was more ſtrange, he permitted his ſaid De- 


| Iegate to take Information more at large of all the Arti- 
, cles and Inſtructions of your Majeſtics Attorny, and of 


the ſaid Gray-tryer du Han,rthat the Witneſſes appoin- 
ted by the ſaid Attorny might be examined upon the 
Contents of the ſaid Articles: which was very un- 
reaſonable, for that the ſaid Gray-Frycr is dead to the 
World, and therefore uncapable to at and plead in 
Law : and beſides accuſed and convicted tro have been 


'the Boutetew or Incendiary of this popular Infurre- 


Etion, and therefore could not be Yianwif, nor- oughr 
thoſe his Articles of Charge to be received, which were 
contrived for his own-Diſcharge. This Partiality made 
way for another, which was that this Gray-Fryer be- 

Ing thus authorized to give-in Articles, went on fo far 


44S to frame and obtain an injurious and ſcandalous Scn- 
 £2nce againlt your Petitioners, whom he accuſed to have 
' attempre4 to begin.a Civil WAR in France by this In- 
furrection , of which, he ſuggeſiel, they were the Au- 


thors: Which obliged them, waen the firſt Publica- 
tion thereof was made, to interpoſe an Appeal,as againſt 
an Abuſe, which being ſignified to your Majeſties ſaid 
Atrorney of the ſaid place of Avalon, he made a Return 
on the foot of the Writ, on the 5 of September, thar he 
had done nothing thercin nor known nothing rhercof : 
and yet nevertheleſs when they would have ftoptrthem 
trom poong in the ſaid Publications, which rende.) 
rowards neW Seditions, the aforeſaid Delegate, of his 
own private Authority, ordaincd, T har it ſhould go on: 
In purſuance whereof the faid Publications being made, 
there were at leaſt a Thouſand Witneſſes offered them: 
ſelycs to be examined, our of which the ſaid Gray-Fry- 
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cr choſe 206, who were the very-ſame'that followed 
his Orders in this InſurreQien, and cauſed them ro be 
heard by the ſaid Lord Guijon the Delegate. 

Bur this Information, which was not finiſhed till the 
Month of November, was never yet concluded on, nor 
any Decrctal Judgment made upon the Charges contai- 
ned therein, the faid Delegate contenting himſelf with 
the Judicial Decrees of Arreſt and perſonalAppearance, 
which the ſaid Lord Bouchu had made upon the firſt 
Informations, by his Ordinance of the 1; th of Auguſt: 
which obliged your Pertitioners,cited by thoſe Decrees, 
ro apply themſelves again to your Majeſty, to whom 
it being repreſented, that by your firſt Order of the 6 
of July, you had judged the Parliament of Dijon in- 
competent of that Aﬀair, and conſequently the Infor- 
mation alſo that was taked by the Lord Chaumelis, an 
Aſliftant or Commiſſioner of the ſaid Parliament, (who 
had not called to him any Aſſiſtant of the pretended 
Proteſtant Religion) was alſo null , and ought nor to 
have been regarded : Your Majeſty gave out another 
Order of the 24 of October, by which it was ordained, 
That in the Proſecution and Judgment of the ſaid At 
fair, the ſaid Lord Bouchu ſhould have no regard to 
the Information of the Lord of Chaumelis, bur only ro 
thoſe raken by the ſaid Lord Guijon, and Rey de Mo- 
rant, his Aiſiſtant ; and what the ſaid Lord Rouchu 
would, ſhould cauſe to be made anew, and in the atore- 
ſaid form, on which he ſhould further execme rhe ſaid 
Order of the 6 of July, according to its Form and Te- 
nure. Inpurſuance of which laſt Order, 1x is certain, 
Thar not only the ſaid Information oi the ſid Lord of 
Chaumelis,but rhe Decrees of perſonal Appearance and 


Arreſt of the ſaid Lord Bouchn, judged by his Determi- - 


nation thereon againſt your Petitioners, were vacated, 


and conſequently that the proceſs againſt them ought 
ro 
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ro be made upon new Charges and new Decrees ; ne- 
verthe'eſs upon them itis that the greater part of your 
Petitioners are Condemned as comtumacious, and the 
Lord Bouchu hath given Judgment againſt them with- 
out other Information, and againſt all form of Law on 
the 3o of July laſt, having firſt dechred by certain par- 
ticular Catholicks, whom he cauſed preſently to ap- 
pear in perſon, and thar the ſaid Charges and Allega- 
tions were ſufficient to ground the Proceſs. 

By this Judgment, (which without doubr will ſur- 
prize your Majeſty) he hath declarcd the Defaults of 
ſix of your Petitioners, and four others to be legally 

' taken and obtained, and to be effeftual, giving Judg- 
| ment againſt them, and ſix others who appeared and 
put in their Defence ; and for reparation of the Char- 
* / es arifing from the Proceſs, he hath condemned your 
| Pld Orators alone in 6000 livers ſolid fine ; whereof 
the ſaid Lords of Ollon, Barveil and Pougues were each 
to pay 1000 livers, and the Lords of Seurre, Mon- 
mirc, Henry and Iſaac de Blofſer, each of them 7 50 li- 
,vers applicable ro the following uſes; ro wir, 1000 li- 
vers to your Majeſties benefit, 2000 to the Hoſpital of 
St. Reine, 1000 to that of Ayalon, 600 to the Repairs 
of the Seſſions Houle of the Bayliwick of Dijon, 300 li- 
vers to the Cloiſter of the Gray-Fryers of Vezelay, the 

' like ſum of 300 livers to the Cloiſter of the Minnu Fry- 
ers of Avalon, and another 300 livers to the Capou- 
chins of the ſaid Avalon, and 150 livers to the Church 
of Vaujau-court, 200 livers to Zachary Courcelles for 

: his Concerns, 150 to three other private perſons for 
+ their Concerns, and Joſhua Prevoſt and James Mugnier 
: were condemned, and namely,the firſt in 20 livers tine, 
+. and 60 livers damage to Lazarus Perin, and the other in 
ren livers fine, and all theſe aforeſaid condemned to the 
whole Coſt and Charges of the ſaute, and as for tlie ſaid 
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private Catholicks, they were difcharged from attend: 
ing the Court, and quit of the Proceſs ; and ir was or- 
dered that John Gravier, Miniſter of Chaſtillon, ſhould 
be taken, arreſted and carried to the Royal Priſon of 
Dijon, to have his proceſs made and perfected, and to 
compleart this work, there is added that your Majeſty 
ſhould be very humbly petitioned ro forbid the publick 
Exerciſe of the Protellant Religion through the whole 
extent of the ſaid Bayliwich of Avalon ; and thar to 
thar intent the Chee whercin they keep thar Ex- 
erciſe ſhould; be ſpeedily pulled down and demoliſh- 
ed. | 

This Judgment hath ſupprized and ſcandalized all 
rhe Country, even all the Catholicks that have any lit- 
tic Juſtice in them, ſecing thar inſtead of puniſhing ex- 
emplarily this popular _ which was terrible to all 
people; the atlaulted, and rather they who were Maſ- 
ſacred paid the Fine, the my and charges arc given 
ro the Murderers ; and beyond all this; both they and 
all che Inhabitants of the Bayliwick of Avalon were 
menaccd to be deprived of the Exerciſe of their Rel igt- 
on. And thar very Churches which eſcaped in the Se- 
dition, and had undergone the examination made of 
its Titles by the ſaid Lord Bouchu bearen down and 
demoliſhed ; the Hoſpital and Cloyſters of rhe Coun- 
try round enriched with their Spoils, and that in par- 


ticular whercot the ſaid Du Hau was Warden, who was 


the Author and Promoter of the Furyes and Plunders 
excrciſed on the Peritioners, their Houſes and Goods, 
and which is very extraordinary ; That this Gray- 
Frycr, who pretends, and is, according tothe Laws of 
France, the Statutes and Vows of his Order, civilly 
Bead ; hathno.righr to bring any Sute or Action,: and 
was both tk and 'convicted Legally. and Juſtly, 
and could bear, nor have no Charges, it bcing one of

the Vows of his Order ;- that he tonch no money at 
all ; hath norwithſtanding obrained a Decree for his 
Expenſes, which he hath ſince cauſed ro be rated ar 
Thrce Thouſand Three Hundred and Forty two livers, 
one penny half penny, by an Execution, x this he hath 


- ſerved the Petitioners, with a Proteſtation upon thcir 


Refuſal, ro cauſe their Goods to be ſeized and fold : all 
which tends to the giving Licentious Indulgence to 
ſuch people as are Sedirioatly enclined againſt them of 


| the Proteſtant Religion ; but alſo ro ſuch Preachers 
who are but too much enclined ro inſtigate them 


againſt ſuch who will give ear to them. W hercupon 
neither your Petitioners, nor any other of the Prote- 
{tant Religion, can be in any ſecurity, whereby your 
Majeſty may perceive of what Importance it 1s, and 
how neceſlary that ſome ſingle Sovercign Judge be 
conſtituted, and liberty given him to chooſe his Af- 
ſiſtanes ; and particularly a ſupreme Intendant, who 
may make choiſe of fuch Aſſiſtanrs to him, as are nor 
ro0 much obliged to complyance and ſubmiſſion ; of 
which the Lord Bouchu without doubr, if any is to be 
ſuſpeted,who having been forced by evident proofs of 
the exerciſe of the ProreſtanrReligion in the Vaujau- 
court to confirm it, was not diſpleafed to have this 
occaſion given him, to declare your Petitioners crimi- 
nal in this popular Sedition, that he might thence take 
an occaſion to put to the end of his Judgment this 


- Petition ro your Majeſty, to Ceprive all the Inhabi- 
tants of the ſaid Baylliwick, the liberty of ſerving 


God, and to ordain the demolition of all their 
Churches. Bur this Soverainty which was given 
him did not extend to diſpenſe with him from 
obſerving all forms common and neceſlary for the 
Now

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Now that your Majeſty may know he hath ©- 
mitred and violated the moſt eſſential Procedures, you 
are beſought to conſider, That there 'have been three 
Bills of Complaint. The firſt taken by the Lord Guy- 
on Lieutenant, Criminal of Avalon,ard upon this there 
can be no pretence, to ſay ; That your Petitioners could 
be condemned, for that it was taken upon their com- 
plainr, the Contents whereof was very well proved 
by 60 Witneſſes, which they produced and cauſed to be 
examined, who named and convicted the Authors and 
Acors of that Conſpiracy. The {econd, which was ta» 
ken at the inſtigation of the ſaid Gray Frycr du Hay, 
at the inſtance of the Attorny Gen: ral for the Parliament 
of Dyon, by the Lord Caumelis was declared Null, by 
your Majeſties Order, granted the 14. of Otober, which 
without doubt did extend to nuliify alſo the Decrees 
judged by the ſaid Lord Bouchu, upon the Complaints 
contained therein: There remains only .thea the third 
Inditment, by 206 Witneſſes, pnt-in.in September, and 
tiniſhed in November, upon which the Lord Bouchu 
could find any complaintor charge to found his Judge- 
ment z but firſt of all that is Null, being made to the 
prejudice of an Appeal of Abuſe, in the grant of that In- 
di&ment, which Abuſe conſiſted in this: That the grant 
of that Inditment cou!d not legally be obtained, with- 
out the | e:miſſion of a royal Judge, which ought always 
t0 20 before the Cognizance of the Cauſe, it being not 
inche power of parties to publiſh Inditments and Com- 
plaints,according. to their own fancies,nor to have them 
granted and publiſhed, for. otherwiſe many dangerous 
Informations, and luch as might have very bad conſe- 
quences, might be made publick, and ſuch indeed in the 
preſent caſe they were in which the Gray-Fryer in- 
ſtigated by labouring for his own Diſcharge, had 
and made uſe of that in his. Information, whereof he was 
tlie ſole Author z as namely, That your Petitioners and 


others: 
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others who were Aſſembled at Vaujaucourt, had con- 
:ſpired to make an Inſurre&ion, to begina Civil Wer in 


France ; a ridiculous Calumny amongſt reaſonable 


'perſons, which nevertheleſs was very apt to put Stones 
and other Weapons into the hands of the Rabble, very 
credulous and eaſily moved to Inſur:ections, Slaughter 
and Plunder, whence it appears that ſuch a permiſſion 
was neceſlary in this caſe, according tothe conſtant uſe 
of all the Juriſditions of the K:;ngdom, but that it. 
ought alſo to have been agreed and limitted by the diſ- 
cretion of the ſaid Judge, and not left to the diſcretion 
of a paſſionate Monk and it is certain that the Lord 
Bouchu himſclf, ought to have reduced it by his diſcre- 
tion, to ſupportable terms, becauſe this is a point of 
higheſt conſequence in the judgement of a Sute, and 
and.not to have left it to a Sub-delegate, to whom he 
could have only committed the {imple proſecution and 
information, and not that which might give ti.e decifive' 
blow to the chief concern, or ifſye of the cauſe. There 
was alſoan Abule cr Error inregard ©f the perſon who 
obtained this S n ence,which was tie Gray Fryer alone, 
notwithſtanding he neither was nor could be a party to 
the Sute, but your Mijeſties Attorney, only who decla- 
red when the ſaid Appeal upon abute was ſignified to 
him, that he had nv notice of the Sentence, nor of the 
publication mace theieof : Acd hereto, that by the Or- 
dinance of the ſaid Lord Boachu. of the 19, of Auguſt 
no Witn:ſſes ought to have beeu examined, but ſuch'as 
ſhould have been appointed by your Majeſties Attorney; 
whence it follows, that the 20. Witneſſes who were ©x- 
amined to the ſaid laſt Sentence, veiug pick't by the ſaid 
Gray Fryer du Han, out of mare then 1: 00, which were 
propounded to be examined. This Inc: ment or Sen- 
rence was a\ſo Null, being it muſt needs b+ preſumed, 
That this Monk would chuſe non? but his Accomplices' 


in 
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in his Fury, who, tor their own and his diſcharge, would 
be careful not to fail in accuſing your Petitioners: and 
this is very conliderable, becauſc of another Nullity ob- 
ſervable in the proceedings of the Lord Bouchu, which 
is omitting the Re-examination of the Witneſſes, and 
confronting them with the Defendents, which formali- 
ties are for certain abſolutely neceſſary to perfet and 
put the laſt band to criminal Proceſſes, that are of any 
conſequence, The Re-examination conſiſts 1n this, 
that the witnefſes who proves any charge being ſummo- 
ned a ſecond time for this purpoſe, and appearing before 
the Judge, his Depoſition be read unto him, to know 
whether he perſiſt therein, and whether he have any 
thing to add to it, or take from it : and Confronting is 
the preſeating the Witneſſes and the Defendant face to 
face, that on che one hand the Witneſs may declare 
whether he know the Defendant, and whether he be 
the perſon againſt whom he depoſes ; and on the other 
ſide, the Defendant may ſay, whether he know the Wit- 
neſs, and whether he may be creditable or he have ſome 
EXCEPTION againſt him, which he is obliged to make pre- 
ſeatly, otherwiſe he will not be allowed ; ſee here what 
is obſervable on the behalf of the Defendant, who ap- 
pears to make any Defence by way of croſs Interroga- 
tories = into the 0 gs preſents himſelf ro be con- 
fronted by the Witneſſes, and for them who make de- 
fault by not appearing, and contumacy, there is a re-ex- 
amination of the witneſſes only had, that ſerves inſtead 
of a confrontation, which in this caſe is termed imagi- 
nary. Now, as for the private Catholicks, who were 
of the number of the Seditions, there was no need 
of confrontation nor re-examination for what con- 
cerned them, for there being nothing from the begin. 
ing Decreed againſt them, but that they ſhould appear 
perſonally, they preſented chemſclves, and having made 

their

their Defence, and finding the Lord Bouchu diſpoſed to 
treat them favourably, they declared that they would be 
judged of that which was charged againſt them, bur as 
to your Petitioners, who of Plaintifts were made Defen- 
dents, and of Accuſers accuſed,and perceived very well 
by the firſt Decrees that che Lord Bouchu mace againſt 
them, as ſoon as he was declared theic Soveraign Judge, 
that he had a defign to treat them as Criminais, they 
were very far from declaring that they would take 
ja 'gzment on the charges depoled againſt them, by ſuch 
Wuncſſes as were themſeves guilty of the Violences 
and Robberics commirted againſt them; (0 that the 
Lord Bouchu ought, if he would condemn them, to 
have obſ:rved againſt them all the ordinary formaliti- 
es: In doing which, he ought firſt ro have paſt Sentence 
on your Petitioners Appeal of Abuſe, againſt the In- 
di&tment granted againſt them, the ſcandalous Publica- 
tion whereof, had produced that cloud of 10590 Witneſ- 
ſcs : after that if he could have convinced the Petitio- 
ners, and had judged the Indictment valid, whereof the 
Witneſſes had been prict, not by the Attorney: Royal, 
but by the Gray Fryer, then he (ſhould have conſulted 
with his Afﬀitant, and made the new decretal Orders 
avainſt the P-ticioners,2nd have cauſed them to be ſig-- 
nified unto them, to oblige! tzem to appear, put in their - 
{efence, and abide the confrontation of the Witneſles . 
againſt tnem,and thereupon to re-examine the Witne(- 
ſes, and confront them elfectuaily againſt them that ap. 
veared, and by ſuppoſition againit thole who made de- 
tault:bur, for cert#io,there was nothing done ct all this, 
but he ſtuck to his firſt Decrees, though they were an- 
nuJled by your Majeſties Order of che 24. of October,as 
wellas the Information taken by the Lord Chammelis, 
vpon which his Judgement was mace z and this is the 
ſorry Foundation oa which ke hath tuilt an! taken ad-

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vantage of your Petitioners as contumacious, becauſe 
they would nor appear upon his firſt Decrees, and with- 
0:t citing them by Writ according to uſe, and without 
re-examination of Witneſſes, he condemned them by 
bis Judgment. 

As for what concerns the Lord D'Ollon he appeared 
before him,made his Defence as he was required, which 
was alſo taken only two days before the ſaid Judgment, 
he ſtill declaring that he was ready to abide the con- 
frontation of the Witneſſes, it any of them could give 
in any charge againſt him. 

It cannot be prerended that he was wanting in an 
thing, but on the contrary he would have been wel 
urs. that the ſaid Witneſſes had been preſented to 
him, becauſe he could eaſily have excepred againſt 
them, and have convinced them to have been them- 
ſelves guilty of all the Diſorder ; neither would any 
; Other proof have been needed againit them than the In- 
diament brought againſt them ar the beginning, at the 
requeſt of the Petitioner ; wherein it was by 60 unre- 
provable Witneſſes, That thoſe who were laſt examined, 
who inſiſted on any charge, were they who executed 
the Conſpiracy againſt theAſſembly of theSynod, where 
your Fetitioners were Aſſaulted, Wounded, Murdered, 
Maſlacred, dragg'd by the hair, left for dead, the Mo- 
ney they had about them rob'd from them, and their 
Hats, Swords, Belts and Coats, and the reſt of their 
Cloaths torn in pieces, and many of their Houſes bro- 
ken up and plundered, and all this at the ſound of the 
Alarm Bell, and with a continual cry of Harlau, Har- 
lau againſt the Hugoners, which is the word to raiſe Se- 
dition. Nor can any Compariſon be made betwixt theſe 
two Informations, becauſe the former was made accor- 
ding to all the forms of Law, and was confirmed and 
authorized by yoar M ajellies Order, of the 24 of Otto- 

ber 
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ber, whereas this latter is a pure recrimination, and ab- 
ſolurely null, in that it was made contrary to all Judi- 
cial Order:and it is to be conſidered that the Catholicks 
who were ſummoned art fir{t upon the former Informarti- 
oh and did perſonally appear, o—_—_ that they were 
convicted of Violence and Robbery, did acknowledge 
one part of their Charge, That they had entred into 
the Houſes of the Proteſtants, and taken ſome of their 
Goods, believing that it was allowed them, and that 
the Plunder had been given the Catholicks ; and this 
notwithſtanding,by the Judgment of theLord Bouchu, 
they were purely and ſimply diſmiſſed and diſcharged 
from the Court and Sute, without condemning them to 
the Reſtitution of what they had Robbed. 

" This Judgment wherein he rook to him no Aſſiſlant 
of the Proteſtant Religion, can therefore neither ſubſiſt 
in form and marter, being it is againſt all Rules of Legal 
Procecdings, and againſt Juſtice, which cannor allow 
that the Guilty , convifted both by their own confeſſi- 
og)s and good proofs, whereunto they have ncthing to 
objet, whereon they have joyned Iſſue, thould be ſent 
ayay abſolved, and the Gentlemen who had always li- 
ved in Peace, and with al! Sweetneſs and Moderation 
in'the Country, without being eyer acculed of the leaſt 
Vtolence,and who,on all occaftions when they were cal- 
lee} to your Majeſlies Service, have behaved themſelves 
according to their Duty ; and finally, who have by the 
ſame Iaformation proved by 60 unreprovable Witneſles, 
that they have no hand, nor were any partakers of the 
Seditjon in Queſtion, bur only as they were the ſad 
and ynhappy objects thercof, who ſuffered therein all 
inaginable Outrages and Indignities, and yet are con- 
demned in great penalties, as ſome great and criminal 
Offenders, and threatned to be deprived as ſeditioug 
perſons, of that which = more dear unto them than 


their 
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their Lives,to wit, the Liberty of their Conſcience, and 
Excrciſe of their Religion in their Churches, 

This Judgemeat is noc at all difinitive, for if it had 
been given in Parliament, or in ſome Soveraign Court, 
the Petitioners, who are condemned as contumatious, 
would always, or for five years ac leaſt, have liberty to 
appear,make their defence,and ſubmit co Confrontati- 
ons; and it is Certain, T hat cheir appearance only would 
annul the Szntznce of their Condemnation , their de- 
ſaults and contumacy. Burt they moſt humbly pray 
your Majzſty,that they may not be conſtrained to appear 
before the Lori Bouchu, and to acknowledge him for 
their Soveraign Judge,afrer (o irregular and unjuſt pro- 
ceeding, as he hath uſed in the ſaid Inditment and 
Jug: menr upon the whole Sute: They require not to be 
diſmitl:d an1abſolved, upon what they report of their 
lanocency, n2>r that they thould be condemned upon 
their fimple Afﬀirmation whom they accuſe , to have 
conſpired to Maſſacre them, and to have exerciſed a- 
eainſt them the cruelties and robberies, which have been 
ibove declared, all this appears in the conſideration of 


the Cauſe : There are two Informations, T he one taken- 


upon your Petitioners complaint and requeſt, in which 
thereis no defe&t,and your Majeſty hath judged it good 
and valid, * by your Sentence of the four and twentieth 
of Otober,and, as for the other it is Null by the rea-

and reje&, by the firm Sentence which-the Lord Chau- ' 


melis had made, in that beſides the recrimination-which
